PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 


By Frank W. Epwarps 
WELCOME TO STRUCTURAL ENGINEERS 


A Unique Situation 

A very special welcome is extended to the registered 
structural engineers of Illinois at this time by the Ilh- 
nois Society of Professional Engineers. Although these 
engineers always have been wel- 
come in our society, discussions 
over the past few months indi- 
eate many of them were not 
aware of this fact. As in many 
areas of human relations mis- 
understandings have developed. 

This situation has been cor- 
rected but before explaining let 
us take a look at the unique sit- 
uation surrounding structural 
engineers in Illinois. The ‘‘ Ih- 
nois Structural Engineering 
Act’’ was approved by the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1919. The 
‘‘Tilinois Professional Engineering Act’’ now in force 
was approved much later, July 20, 1945. Each Act 
regulates the practice of engineering in the respective 
fields. Only one other state (California) has a sepa- 
rate law for licensing structural engineers. All other 
states have one law to regulate the practice of profes- 
sional engineering. The term ‘‘professional’’ in general 
applies to all recognized branches of engineering and is 
used in this sense by the National Society of Professional 
Engineers and its 47 member state societies.

In Ilhnois, however, because of the two laws many 
registered structural engineers believe they were ex- 
cluded from membership in the ISPE as they thought 
the society represented only those registered under the 
Professional Engineering Act. 


Studies Initiated 

This limitation on eligibility for membership in ISPE 
never was intended. The proposed new constitution 
makes this crystal clear. The primary interest is to 
insure that members of the society are fully qualified 
and permitted legally to perform professional services 
for the general public. 


During the past year a number of engineers have 
been examining the peculiar position of registered struc- 
tural engineers in Illinois. Here were professional peo- 
ple regulated in their practice by an act of the General 
Assembly who had no organization devoted to main- 
taining and administering the law under which they 
operate. Numerous discussions of problems and methods 
for accomplishing desired results were studied by these 
structural engineers. They also endeavored to obtain 
the opinions of all engineers registered under the IIli- 
nois Structural Engineering Act. They found that nu-

merous engineers recognized the desirability of orga 
ized effort and were anxious to participate in an effecti; 
organization. 

A separate society for structural engineers was co 
sidered as well as other plans for organization. It 
came apparent during these studies that the ISPE & 
hibited the same ideals and asperations as those of sys 
cial interest to structural engineers. Professional d 
velopment, employment practices, ethics and practi 
fees and salaries, legislation, public relations and oth 
subjects of interest to this group were directly paral 
to the activities of ISPE. 


Functional Section Organized 

After careful consideration the group of structur 
engineers examining the status of their colleagues 
Illinois decided to organize within ISPE as a ‘‘Fu 
tional Section for Registered Structural Engineers 
The section was authorized by action of the ISPE exee 
tive committee, December 6. Temporary officers ha 
been named to serve until the annual meeting in Ma. 


for discussion and action by registered structural e 
gineers in Illinois. A primary purpose is to preser 
and enforce provisions of the Structural Engineerir 
Act and study actions or proposed legislation whie 
might have an effect on the practice of structural e: 
gineering. 

A functional section of ISPE operates largely « 
an autonomous group of members who have comm 
professional interests and problems. The section f 
tions under the broad general policies of the ISPE Co 
stitution and By-laws. 

The status and welfare of structural and professio: 
engineers alike can only be protected and extend 
through effective united action. Policies adopted by t 
functional section and ratified by the ISPE Board ha 
the full support and strength of the Society behir 
them to make them effective. 


A Challenge 

Structural engineers are to be congratulated on sol’ 
ing their problem of organization without inecreasix 
the number of engineering societies. There are far te 
many of these in existence now. As a functional sectio 
structural engineers are in a unique position to not on: 
concentrate on problems affecting themselves direct! 
but at the same time to assist all engineers in the pr 
fession to promote sound professional practices. | 

Let us now be about our main business of promo 
ing the welfare of the general public and the prof 
sional aspects of engineering. We welcome the assi 
ance of the structural engineers and invite all who a 
not members of ISPE to join promptly.

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ILLINOIS SURVEYORS SECOND ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE TO BE AT UNIVERSITY 
OF ILLINOIS, FEBRUARY 5-7, 1959 


The University of Illinois campus at Urbana again 
will be the gathering place for Surveyors from all over 
the state on February 5, 6 and 7, 1959. Some of the 
topics that will be on the program are: Monumentation, 
State Plane Coordinates, New Instruments, Fees and 
Standards, Legal Descriptions, Right-of-Way Problems, 
Education for Land Surveyors, Photogrammetry and 
Electronic Computers. The three-day affair will be 
highlighted with a banquet Friday night at the Urbana 
Lincoln Hotel. 


The theme for the Conference this year is ‘‘State- 
Wide Organization’’. The Illinois Registered Land Sur- 
veyors Association will hold its annual business meeting 
on Friday afternoon during the conference. Several 
committees have been at work preparing resolutions to 
be considered by the conference body. 


All papers, panels and discussions will be published 
in the Proceedings which will be supplied to all confer- 
ence members at no extra cost and available to others 
for the cost of publication. 


The conference program committee is headed by Ar- 
nold A. Lundgren of Rockford, Illinois, and campus 
arrangements are being made by Prof. Robert K. New- 
ton, Supervisor of Engineering Extension, 725 South 
Wright Street, Urbana, Illinois, and Prof. Winfield H.

The Ilhinois Association of Consulting Engineers will 


seek passage of legislation in the forthcoming 1959 ses- 


jsion of the Illinois General Assembly to insure payment 


by cities to engineers for professional services in con- 


jnection with public improvements financed by bond is- 


jsues or special assessments. 


The proposal calls for amendment of an existing 


jstatute (Sec. 15-3, Chap. 24, Ill. Rey. Stat.) which pro- 
jhibits municipalities from incurring expenses before 
jthere has been an appropriation of funds.

He can, 


of course, insist that the municipality pass an appro- 


priation ordinance to cover his fee before he executes 
a contract. Many municipalities may understandingly 
be unwilling to do this, however. His only other alter- 
native seems to be sure his contract provides that his 


fee is to be paid solely from the bond issue or special 
assessment which it is contemplated will be used to pay 
for the’ project and, under no circumstances, out of the 


general funds of the municipality. 

‘“By so doing he will have no assurance that he can 
collect, but the Beling case would seem to be authority 
for precluding such recovery, since that case held that 
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Beling’s contract contemplated payment out of the gen- 
eral fund under some circumstances.’’ 

George Farnsworth, of Bloomington, said [ACE had 
considered nine ‘‘possible legislative questions, includ- 
ing the Beling case’’, and that these had been presented 
to Gordon for study and recommendation. 

As legal counsel, Gordon, who served in the last two 
sessions as parliamentarian for House Speaker Warren 
Wood, and has a sound knowledge of legislative proce- 
dures, submitted his replies in a concise well-prepared 
memorandum. 

The lst of questions answered and which will be 
solved in different ways included the following: 

Is it legal for a Sanitary District to perform en- 
gineering work in connection with sewer developments 
by a prwate sub-divider? 

Answer: So far as I have been able to determine, 
this question has never been before our courts and it 
is possible that they would hold that such activity on 
the part of a sanitary district was not within of scope 
of the statute or was not for a public purpose and, there- 
fore, not a proper function of the sanitary district. 

May the Samtary District INSIST that all engineer- 
img work in connection with sewer developments by pri- 
vate sub-dividers be performed by the sanitary district? 

Answer: The simplest and most practical solution 
would be to discuss the matter with the officers of the 
offending districts and to try to persuade them that 
they should discontinue the practice of performing 
work for private sub-dividers. If unsuccessful, then 
resort can be made to one of the other alternatives 
(legal action or legislation). 

May a county perform engineering work for other 
counties or municipalities? 

Answer: Legislation would not be necessary in this 
area. The practice involved could no doubt be halted 
by injunction. Again, however, it would seem to be 
more preferable to first take the more direct and prac- 
tical approach of discussing the matter with the proper 
officials of the offending county in an effort to persuade 
them that the practice in question should be discon- 
tinued. 

Should acts passed by the legislature be amended 
to add a provision that if a portion of the act is held 
invalid the validity of the balance of the act shall not 
be affected? 

Answer: It would not seem to be worthwhile intro- 
ducing legislation solely to insert a severability clause 
in the two Acts in question. If, however, other amend- 
ments to either Act were contemplated, it would no 
doubt be wise to also include an amendment inserting 
such a clause. 

May engineers employed by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings properly engage in performing 
outside engineering work? 
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Answer: The simpler and more practical solution 
would seem to be consultation with the heads of the 
State Departments involved. If they agree to discour- 
age such extra-curricular activities or, at least, to urge 
that the State-employed engineers charge fees compar- 
able to those charged by private engineers for such out- 
side work as they perform, the problems created by 
these activities would to a large extent be eliminated. 

Should a bill be offered to repeal Sec. 3 (5) of Article 
II which provides that the Department of Public Works 
and Buildings prepare plans, specifications and esti- 
mates for the construction and repair of bridges and 
culverts wpon the request of a county superintendent of 
highways? 

Answer: Here again, legislation would probably stir 
up formidable opposition. In view of this and the fact 
that, as I have indicated, there seems to be a more 
simple and practical approach, at least as to regulat- 
ing the outside activities of State-employed engineers, 
I would not encourage repeal of the Section. 

What, if anything, can be done to raise fee schedules 
set up by the State? 

Answer: The only thing that can be done is to try 
to convince the Administration that the schedules should 
be raised. In this connection, it can certainly be argued 
that a schedule which establishes sub-standard fees is 
expensive economy. As with most things if the fee 
that is paid is sub-standard, the work that is performed 
is likely to be sub-standard, too. You will, of course, 
be faced with the constant problem faced by the gov- 
ernment of trying to live within its budget, and many 
governmental sins are perpetrated in the guise of econ- 
omy. If you cannot convince the administration that 
the schedule of fees should be raised you may seek to 
amend the bills establishing them when they are intro- 
duced in the legislature, but any such amendment would 
probably face pretty tough sledding. 

May a County Superintendent of Highways, who is 
not a surveyor, prepare plats and sign them? 

Answer: Present statutes seem to be adequate to 
cover this situation and additional legislation is not 
recommended. Current statutes provide that when 
land is subdivided, it shall be surveyed and a plat 
thereof made by the County Surveyor, former County 
Surveyor, or a Registered Illinois Land Surveyor. 
(There are penalties for violations. ) 

Should. the seal of an engineer who performs work 
on mechanical and electrical plans for an architect ap- 
pear on his work? 

Answer: It seems evident that an amendment such 
as that suggested would incur strenuous opposition ; and 
inasmuch as the Professional Engineering Act now re- 
quires engineers to place their seal on work done by 
them, its is probably unnecessary. The answer-to the 
problem, once again, appears to be along a more direct 
and practical line of (1) seeking the cooperation of the

architects, and; (2) urging the engineers to insist thai 
they be permitted to put their seal on their work. This 
they should be able to do by simply pointing out that 
under the statute they are required to do it. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 


The report given by Malden Jones, Executive Secretary 
of the I.A.C.E., is based upon questions and answers submitteo! 
to Attorney Paul Gordon relative to the needs for legislatio 
affecting engineers in the Professional Engineering Act. The 
opinions given by Mr. Gordon have resulted in the I.A.C.B/ 
and I.E.C. adopting these recommendations as the legislative 
program for 1959. The legislative committee of the I.S.P.E 
had reached a similar conclusion several weeks ago in a re= 
port which recommended that no particular positive action 
be taken by I.S.P.E. during this legislative session. Th 
L.S.P.H. report recommended that a continuing study be made 
of legislative needs and did not rule out the possibility of 
attempting to introduce legislation which would have the ef- 
fect as counter-measures against bills which may be introduced 
that would be unfavorable to engineers.

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MEMBERSHIP REPORT 


A recent membership status report, which was 
mailed out to the Chapter Officers and Members of the 
LS.P.E. Board, indicates that real progress is being 
made in the Membership Campaign toward the goal 
of 2,000 new Members by May. A net total of 2,498 
Members, of which 271 were newly registered engi- 
neers who accepted the I.S.P.E. offer of Introductory 
Membership. In addition to the net total, another 80 
applications are in varying stages of processing and 
will eventually be reflected in what will be a total of 
2,078. 


A glance at the Membership Campaign Progress 
Chart in the center of this Issue will show that the 
Rockford Chapter made the biggest percentage gain of 
any Chapter during the period of the current Member- 
ship Campaign. Of particular significance is the fact 
that Roger Ericson, Membership Chairman of the Rock- 
ford Chapter, has been personally responsible for se- 
curing 25 new applications. The enthusiasm and results 
accomplished by Ericson should be a challenge to each 
and every Member of I.S.P.E. If Ericson can obtain 
25 new applicants, almost all of which came from one 
firm, surely each Member can realize at least one new 
application. 


In October when the Membership Chairmen’s Meet- 
ing was held in Springfield, challenges were made by 
the Membership Chairmen of different Chapters.
